Back to reality after last year's season! This season may have seemed very bad, in comparison to the amazing totals 
from 1994, but it was actually better described as a mediocre season, right in the middie of the pack at 6th out of 
45. Itcould have been much worse, as May & June were very sub-par, starting the summer out on the road to disaster. 
July salvaged the 1985 season, by giving us the best July skip month on record! The highlight of July was clearly 
the first day of that month, With 712 loggings, July 1st was more than twice as big than any other 1995 opening, 
and also the third biggest skip opening of all-time, behind 6/11/86, and 6/29/87.

Is it TV or FM? 

Your conductor likes to listen to classical music. 
At one time, in the not too distant past, we in the San 
Francisco Bay area had two classical music stations to 
listen to on AM, KKHI and KIBE. Now we have 
none! No problem, just tune in KKHI or KDFC on 
FM-if you've got an FM radio in your car or truck. I 
don't, and at least KKHI leaves a lot to be desired in 
the FM band. You see, they sold their AM station 
(and their AM & FM frequencies), and eventually 
showed up again in Marin county. Their AM signal 
was hardly detectable in the mid-penisula and 
eventually they gave it up. They managed to get two 
adjacent FM channels, 101.7 and 101.9, one for a low 
power translator for San Francisco. Both are subject 
to dropouts when received in a car traveling through 
our hilly terrain. 


During the first week in December, they 
announced that they had added 500,000 Watts of 
power for the southern peninsula, that they could now 
be heard on the second audio program (SAP) of San 
Francisco's TV channel 38, KCNS. Perhaps 500,000 
Watts is stretching it, as the SAP doesn't get all the 
audio power. Nevertheless, the transmitter is on the 
TV tower (1443') and offers better coverage than the 
FM translator 


‘On my R-7100, the SAP appears 75 kHz above 
and below the main TV audio (619.75 MHz). (One 
hears both audio signals when tuned in this way, ) 
Note that the station can and does transmit stereo 
sound as well as SAP. For the first audio program, 
FCC rules specify a deviation of #25 kHz for 100% 
modulation, but capability of deviation out to +40 
kHz, I guess the SAP has +25 kHz as well 


The second channel audio is transmitted on a 
subcarrier, in this case it is 75 kHz, Tuning about, I 
see some TY stations have a subcarrier of 100 kHz, 
and some are rebroadcasting their main audio 


1 found that we have one TV set that will receive 
SAP. It's the button labeled STR/L2, and L2 brings it 
infine, I guess it's too much to hope for in the near 
future, but I'd like a receiver for my car (which doesn't 
even have an FM receiver) that would receive TV 
SAP. Do any of our readers know of a receiver for 
SAP for either TV or FM? 
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Not knowing any better, and being more 
interested in the propagation than in keeping records, 1 
am reporting almost everything I receive (in the mail), 
including reception of just the video carrier frequency 
Trouble is, i's hard to identify a station with the 
limited information there. (One can identify the 
vertical and horizontal repetition frequencies and 
direction of arrival, but that's about it.) 


I would assume that for record, identification of a 
picture would be necessary. Perhaps I'm wrong, and 
an audio-only ID is sufficient. How about teletex 
reception (which is more difficult than either audio or 
video)? At any rate, the observation I have described 
is a reception of KCNS-38, a TV transmitter, even 
though the program material is that of KKHI

Itis difficult to measure the exact offset with the 
R7100, The wide-band FM filter is too wide, and the 
narrow one too narrow. These measurements are 
probably within 2 kHz, however. Some of the other 
stations may have SAP (or SCA, second channel audio 
as it called on FM) at other times than when I listened.

The big three-way switch has occurred in 
Evansville, with WTVW-7, long the ABC affiliate, 
switching to the Fox network, Longstanding CBS 
affiliate WEHT-25 switched to the ABC network, and 
WEVV-44 picks up CBS.

MODIFYING THE CM 7' DISH- MAKING 


A GOOD ANTENNA GREAT 
by Neil Kazaross 


I have spent considerable time during the last year comparing various UHF antennas, 
including a'3 element array of 8 bays. My results have shown that a7 diay ie the haat 
commercially available UHF DX antenna. My personal comparisons have shown that the 
Channel Master 7 f dish (CM7) is somewhat superior to the Antennacra dee Pret feel 
that this may be due to my problems getting the P7 into a dishlike shape. the CM7 has 
greater rigidity and is in a hice parabolic shape. However, I noted that the frent-1o back 
Fatio of the stock CM7 is somewhat less than the Jb of the stock P7 presumably due to whe 
wider spacing of the wider CM7 reflector elements. This leads us to the first modiivction, 


SCREENING YOUR DISH TO IMPROVE FRONT TO BACK RATIO 


A few DXers have been screening their dishes over the years and have noticed dramatic 
improvements in front to back ratio because the screening allows much less signal to pass 
through the back of the dish. These DXers have usually used 1/2 or even 1/4 inch hardware 
cloth “and one guy used window screen. While these work great electrically, they greatly add 
to the wind loading of the antenna, and also when heavy wet snow or ice hits the entire 
Surface can ice up and become impervious to the wind and not only can heavy winds in a 
winter storm bend your mast and destroy your antenna they can bring your tower down! I 
decided to try to use lighter weight screening material with a wider spacing and much less 
wind resistance. Ordinary 1 inch hexagonal mesh chicken wire provides the ideal solution ! 
Two years ago I screened my P7 with chicken wire and noted a clear improvement in front 
to back and less trouble from my Chicago pest of the back end. Then I put 1/2" hardware 
cloth over the chicken wire and noticed little change except in weight and wind resistance. I 
also added chicken wire to the CM7 and again f/b improved. On both antennas | think 
forward gain and beamwidth improved very slightly but the {fb improvements are a big 
help in today's crowded band during a good trop opening. When Lusel to work af an 
antenna design engineer, our rule of thumb for screening Was that, .05 wavelengths. mesh 
spacing was as a solid material. Well the wavelength at 600 Mhz is about 20 inches 
so 1 inch spacing is .05 and I noticed no degradation at channel 69 (806 MHz). So take it 
from me, chicken wire screen your dish. It is easy, cheap, and won't increase wind resistance 
at much. 


EXTENDING THE PARABOLA TO IMPROVE FRONT TO SIDE RATIO 


‘The last modification to clearly improve the CM7 is to extend the parabola out further. This 
has the dual benefits of making a somewhat larger reflective surface (i.e. bigger dish) and 
blocking some of the RF that hits the feed elements from the side. While i was at the Lake 
Placid convention, broadcast engineer, Joe Gragg told me of this mod. First of all 1 made a 
few measurements to try to guestimate what the equation of the parabola to form the CM7 
is and came up with: 


y = (x2 + 9.5) 


So to extend the parabola you need to use a sturdy material. I used fence material with a 2 
inch vertical by 4 inch horizontal mesh and 4 ft height. On each side of the dish I attached 
a 4 f high section of the fence material along the thick vertical rib of the CM7 on that side 
Then I did a lot of bending to get it into a shape which extends the parabola per the 
calculated dimensions. In order to bend it into proper shape you will need to make a deep 
cut about half between the top and bottom of the dish of both sides to facilitate bending the 
straight material into a parabolic shape. Once this is done and attached to the dish with 
heavy duty cable ties ra can fit in more pieces of fence mesh to complete the dish. My 
result was that the 7 ft dish was transformed into a 9 ft deep dish. The sides of the deep 
dish almost, go out as far as the 2 bay feed of the CM7. My results show a clear 
reduction of signals from the side with this modification and a slight maybe 1 dB to 1.5 dB 
improvement in gain, and beamwidth is improved slightly, Now 1 can watch 18 in 
Davenport with considerably less QRM from Milwaukee of the side, In a recent trop opening 
1 was able to cleanly separate Ontario 53 from Michigan 53 due to the narrow beamwidth, 
and similar other results are obtained across the band. The 9 ft deep dish is the best UHF 
antenna | have ever used. Beware the 9 ft antenna does weigh more than the 7 ft dish and 
I doubt you could keep it up on a roof mount, but with a good tower/rotor it should be no 
problem. As A final improvement | plan to extend about 3 f at the center of both sides out 
slightly past the feed element to try to block more signals from the side. I did not chicken 
wire screen the 2 by 4 inch added mesh, but that mig) t possibly help a bit more. The 9 ft 
deep dish follows the antenna engineering practice of reducing the edge taper of a dish to 
reduce side lobes and this 9 ft dish won't have as much gain as a 9 ft scaled exact model of 
the 7 ft dish would have, but it has a more DX usable pattern in my opinion. Good luck 
modifying your dish and if you are mechanically competent, you just might come up with 
better ways to do it. 39
